Tue United States is several laps in the lead over 
Great Britain when it comes to the iron and steel indus- 
try. The total production of pig iron during the year 
1900 was 13,789,242 gross tons in the United States 
and 8,908,570 tons in the United Kingdom. ‘The total 
output of Bessemer steel in the same twelvemonth was 
6,684,770 tons in the United States, against 1,745,004 
tons in the United Kingdom. Of open hearth steel in 
1900 the United States produced 3,398,135 tons, while 
the quantity credited to the United Kingdom was but 
3,156,050 tons. 








A FASCINATING topic for conjecture is that of the 
future of electricity, and there can be no question but 
that during the next half century many important 
scientific advances will be seen. 

Transit on land will be accelerated, and, conse- 
quently, distances shortened. Workshops will be 
equipped with electric power, and in this way it is 
hoped cheapen the cost of production of many of 
our manufactures. The electric light will be more 
generally adopted and thus contribute more greatly to 
the comfort and convenience of the people. Moreover, 
wireless telegraphy possesses untold possibilities. But 
we venture to say it is in electric traction and the elec- 
tric transmission of power that electricity may be ex- 
pected to achieve its greatest and most beneficial results. 

The use of electrical motors in furnishing power 
must result in a great saving of space. Besides, special 
tools can each have their individual motors, which can 
be cut out of the circuit when not required, and energy 
thus saved.

generally trustworthy, but it must be joking in this 
instance. Of course, no one would try to work a trade 
paper for valuable information and at the same time 
refuse to subscribe for same.

FraANK H. Fayant, in a letter to an exchange, 
makes the astounding statement that within the last 
eighteen months promoters of various fake syndicates 
have paid the New York papers over $1,000,000 for 
advertising. These figures, referring to a single city, 
are a significant indication of the great harvest the 
up to date swindlers have been reaping. Thousands of 
meretricious advertisements, alluring pamphlets galore, 
and an army of suave solicitors have saturated the 
public mind with the pernicious idea of wealth without 
work. ‘The Franklin Syndicate, with its modest guar- 
antee of 14,000 per cent a year, has been succeeded by 
a host of wild cat copper companies, oil companies and 
mining companies. Only a modicum of common sense 
is needed to show the fearful absurdity of some of the 
claims advanced by these concerns. For example, many 
of the bubble oil companies claim to produce 150,000 
barrels of oil a day, an amount equaling the total 
American consumption of crude petroleum. A perusal 
of some New York Sunday newspapers’ advertisements, 
contain these suave statements of financial fakers: 

“One hundred per cent profit guaranteed—a safe, 
conservative investment.” 

“This steck will be selling at 500 per cent advance 
within three months.” 

Fifty per cent interest to conservative invest- 





ors. 

“We can show you how $100 invested in a safe, 
solid business enterprise can be made to earn 400 per 
cent yearly profit.” 

“Forty-eight dollars returned to our clients on each 
$100 invested during the week.” 

“If you wish to enter the road to wealth, write us 
and learn how fabulous fortunes have been made by 
small investments.” 

“There is a large margin of profit between 25c a 
share and $700 a share.” 

“We offer you the chance of a lifetime. It is 
Bell Telephone over again.” 

“A legitimate proposition. We pay 50 for 1.” 

“Purchase now and double your money in a few 
days.” 

These glowing stories fill the columns of the 
press, while the legitimate investor knows that it is hard 
to secure 6 per cent on money, and standard Wall 
street securities that pay 10 per cent are shunned as 
being unsafe. 

All persons of reasonable candor know that the 
faker who says “There is a large margin of profit be- 
tween 25c a share and $700 a share,” would not be 
offering it to the dear public if he really -believed there 
was any such profit in it. 

There are many men who deride the country lout 
who wastes his money in picking a pea, or the un- 
sophisticated agriculturalist who pays out good money 
for green goods, and who then rush headlong into the 
nets spread for them by the very ordinary fakers who 
run these fraudulent oil companies. Well has it been 
said that if half the claims of these lying advertise- 
ments were to be made good, another planet the size 
of ours, composed of solid gold, must needs be shortly 
discovered.

They 
are also arranged so that a water front can be had, 
which will fit the pouch. 

The Faultless steel ranges are asbestos lined. They 
have a coal and wood indicator which tells all the time 
just how the grate is set. The lower closet door is 
the same width as the oven door. The main fire box, 
draft-opening and ash pan door frame are all one mal- 


leable piece.

NOTABLE VICTORY FOR CHICAGO HARDWARE 
DEALERS. 

The Chicago Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association 
can justly plume themselves on the signal victory their 
organization won the past week. Some months back 
the Chicago City Council passed an ordinance assessing 
a license of $25 for all dealers selling cartridges and 
gunpowder. Of course, this license practically prohib- 
ited the sale of these goods by local hardware dealers, 
as few merchants sold a sufficient quantity to justify 
the payment of any such fee as this. The matter was 
taken up by a committee appointed by the Chicago 
Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association, and the hard- 
ship wrought by this measure was forcibly presented 
to the city council by a representative delegation of hard- 
ware dealers. As a result of their arguments this or- 
dinance was amended the past week by striking out all 
reference to cartridges and making the ordinance apply 
to the sale of gunpowder alone. Of course, it cannot 
be denied that the ordinance as amended is still a hard- 
ship to dealers in outlying sections of the city, where 
there is still a little hunting left, but nearly all dealers 
are benefited by the amendment as regards cartridges. 
It is extremely doubtful if the removal of this unjust 
license could have been effected had not local dealers 
had an energetic and influential organization. The 
benefit each individual member will derive from this 
action of the local association will amount to far more 
than the paltry annual dues of this organization.

SECTION 1.—Whoever shall deal in the selling of

peddler. 

Sec, 2.—No person shall deal as a peddler with-

Sec. 3.—Every license shall state the manner in 
which the dealing is carried on, whether on foot or with 
one or more beasts of burden, the kind of cart, wagon 
or carriage, or, if on the water, the boat or vessel to 
be employed. 

Sec. 4.—Any person may obtain a peddler’s license 
by applying to the county clerk of the county in which

OFFICIAL HARDWARE AND STOVE CLASSIFI- 
CATION FOR ST. LOUIS EXPOSITION. 


An advance copy of the classification book for the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition at St. Louis in 1903 
has been received. Fifty-three pages are required for 
a mere enumeration of the groups and classes of ex- 
hibits. The exhibits of the entire exposition are divided 
into fifteen departments, as follows: Education, 8 
groups; art, 6 groups, liberal arts, 13 groups; manu- 
factures, 34 groups; transportation, 6 groups; agri- 
culture, 27 groups; horticulture, 7 groups; forestry, 3 
groups; mining and metallurgy, 5 groups; fish and 


game, 5 groups; anthropology, 4 groups ; social economy, ' 


13 groups ; physical culture, 3 groups. The total shows 
144 groups and 807 classes, and under each class is a 
possibility for a multitude of exhibits. 

The classification for hardware (group 41) is as 
follows: 

Class 222. Special tools, not included in the class of 
machine tools, used by smiths, farriers, bolt makers, screw 
cutters, wire drawers, nail makers, buckle makers, chain 
makers, copper-smiths, tin-smiths, edge tool makers, iron 
founders, ironmongers, lock-smiths, model makers, etc.

The lower portion of the radiator used in this 
firm’s furnaces has five self-cleaning flues large enough 
to prevent the choking of gas and as the products of 
combustion arise, they are retarded by a cast iron 
diaphragm. The smoke pipe is entirely cut off from 
the lower portion of the radiator; this forces the prod- 
ucts of combustion to the front until they strike the 
drum plate in the center. At this point it passes up 
to the upper portion of the radiator and after traveling 
the entire circumference of the same it is again re- 
tarded by a downward draft to its exit. 
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This firm use only Palmer’s famous triangular re- 
volving, hollow bar grates in their furnaces. These 
grates are triangular in form, cast hollow, making them 
very strong and durable. The cold air passing over them 
cools them and prevents them from burning or warping 
out of shape, it is claimed. 





CAN AN EXPANSION TANK BE AVOIDED? 
To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

Will you kindly have Mr. Lawler answer the fol- 
lowing: We are putting in a combination hot air 
and hot water heater, heating two rooms with hot 
air and two with hot water. Will it be necessary to 
put an expansion tank on the water system, or will i% 
do to turn the city water on with a pressure of 50 
pounds, the same as we would with a range boiler. 
If 50 pounds pressure is too great, would it do to put 
on a pressure regulator and reduce pressure to 25 or 
30 pounds? We want to avoid expaasion tank if we 
can.

ANSWER BY JAMES J. LAWLER. 


It is not absolutely necessary to use an expansion 
tank on a hot water heating apparatus of any kind, 
where it is connected directly and open to the street 
water supply, but there are so many objections and 
dangers in suh a system, compared with an open 
tank job, that the little cost of an expansion tank 
should not be considered. It is a mistake to add dan- 
ger to anything for the sake of saving three or four 
dollars, and especially by a person who can afford 
to have a furnace in his house. In the first place, 
where the street water main is used as the only outlet 
or relief for the heating system, it would be an easy 
matter for such outlet to become choked by sediment 
or fish, and frost, as well as to have it closed by shut- 
ting off the street supply stopcock for repairs in 
the water pipes or other purposes, giving no heed to 
the heating apparatus, and thus closing the system so 
that an explosion could easily take place. By re- 
ducing the water pressure from 50 to 30 pounds, or 
so, would be a detriment to the supply of water 
throughout the house for certain purposes; besides, 
evcn 30 pounds pressure is more than should be ap- 
plied to radiators, and 50 pounds is dangerous ; besides, 
a good pressure regulator to reduce the pressure of 
water would cost about as much as a small expansion 
tank, and, therefore, we cannot see much to be saved 
in expense by connecting to the street main without 
a tank: Another objection to the street system, as it 
might be called, is in the fact that it allows large quan- 
tities of air to pass into the radiators constantly, and 
this makes much trouble for the occupants of the 
house, as it will be necessary to frequently open the 
air valves and allow the air to escape; otherwise there 
would be very little heat from the radiators. You will 
therefore see that it is not good practice to construct 
a hot water heating apparatus without a sure and safe 
opening to the atmosphere.

CUITING AN ELBOW PATTERN. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 
To cut an elbow having the same flare or taper 


throughout, draw the plan ¢ to &, which divide into 
equal spaces, and from these points erect lines vertically, 
cutting the base line BC. Then draw the axis and locate 
the point A; connect it with all points on BC. Draw 
the angle of elbow YY, and bisect this angle, locating 
the point O. Connect O to Y, which is the angle of 
miter line. Draw miter line GD parallel to YO. As 
the center of the miter line, GD, is found to be at —, 
place the distance from — to the axis AX on the right 
of the —, making point H. Then draw HA’ parallel 
to YJ, making HA’ equal to the distance from A to 








where it crosses GD. Draw E’F’ at right angles to 
A’H, making £’F’ the diameter of small end. Draw 
A’G and A’D; then make ED equal to E’G, and FG 
equal F’D. Draw FE. Draw lines from points on base 
line BC across miter line towards the apex A, and where 
these lines cut the miter line, draw lines at right angles 
to the axis, until they cut the side AB. To develop the 
pattern, use A as center and strike arcs indefinitely from 
the points on AB. On the arcs from B set off the spaces 
from ¢ to k of plan, and draw lines to A, cutting the 
arcs already drawn above B. This will be one-half of 
the pattern for the top and bottom half of elbow.

MENDING GRANITEWARE.

(2) Place the article to be repaired on something 
firm, and with a chisel or other tool peck off about one 
quarter of an inch around the hole. Scrape with a 
knife or scraper until bright. Flux with moderately 
strong acid and solder all the bright space the granite 
has been broken from.

MINERAL PRODUCTS OF THE UNITED STATES 





Estimates of the mineral products of the United 
States, which have just reached the Treasury Bureau of 
Statistics, indicate that they will exceed in nearly 
every particular those of any preceding year. Not only 
will they exceed those of any preceding year, but ex- 
ceed in nearly every case those of every other country. 
In gold, in silver, in iron, in steel, in copper, in coal, 
and in mineral oil the products of the United States in 
1901 exceed those of any other country, and in every 
instance, except possibly copper, surpass her own record 
in any preceding year. The estimates of gold and 
silver production are from the Mint Bureau and those 
of pig iron, copper, coal, and mineral oil from the 
Engineering and Mining Journal. These estimates put 
the gold production of 1901 at $80,218,800, against 
$79,171,000 in 1900, which was the highest record in 
gold production that the United States had ever made. 
They put the silver production of 1901 at 59,653,788 
ounces, against 57,647,000 ounces in 1900. The pig 
iron production is estimated at 15,800,000 long tons, 
against 13,789,242 long tons in 1900, in which year 
the figures exceeded those of any preceding year. The 
coal production is estimated at 267,850,000 long tons, 
against 240,965,917 long tons in 1900, the year of high- 
est production theretofore. Of petroleum the produc- 
tion is estimated at 66,000,000 barrels, or 2,7'72,000,000 
gallons, against 2,661,233,568 gallons in 1900, the 
year of largest production theretofore. Of copper the 
production is estimated at 595,000,000 pounds, or 265,- 
625 long tons, or about 5,000 tons below the figures 
of 1900, copper thus being the only item in the entire 
list which shows for 1901 a smaller figure of produc- 
tion than that of last year. 

That these figures clearly put the United States in 
the lead in the production of all these articles is 
shown by a comparison of the 1900 figures of production 
cf the United States with those of other countries. 
The London Daily Mail Year-Book puts the pig iron 


output of 1900 at: United States, 13,789,242 tons; 
United Kingdom, 8,908,570 tons; Germany, 8,494,852 
tons; Russia, 2,821,000 tons; France, 2,699,494 tons. 
With the 1901 figures for the United States 15,800,000 
tons there can be no question that the United States 
maintains the lead in iron production. 

That the coal output of the United States for 1901 
will surpass that of any other country is evident from 
a statement of the above authority, the London Daily 
Mail Year-Book, which states that “the United States 
has for the last two years outstripped us as a coal- 
producing country. In 1900 the United States total 
output was 245,422,000 (metric) tons; that of the 
United Kingdom, 225,181,000 tons; Germany, 109,- 
222,000 tons; France, 32,577,000 tons; and Belgium, 
23,352,000 tons.” This statement, coupled with the 
fact that the figures of the United States production in 
1901 exceed by 27 million tons those of 1900, make it 
apparent that the United States was in 1901 clearly in 
the lead in the world’s coal production. 

As to the precious metals, the estimate of the 
Mint Bureau is that the United States product of both 
gold and silver exceeds in 1901 that of any other coun- 
try. 

As to petroleum, while the Russian figures of last 
year slightly exceeded those of the United States, it 
is probable that the enormous total of 66 million bar- 
rels, or 2,772,000,000 gallons estimate for the year 1901 
places the United States again in the lead in the pro- 
duction of that article, these figures showing an in- 
crease of 110 million gallons as compared with 1900.

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Trade Report. 


BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vance report of the iron and steel situation: 

The strength of the iron and steel markets remains 
unchanged, though on the surface demand is quieter 
and the improvement in the car shortage situation makes 
for a larger production. The large business booked 
renders consumers and producers alike easy as to the 
outlook. Efforts of conservatives to prevent prices from 
reaching heights which might discourage consumption 
are not altogether successful, as evidenced by the sale 
of 14,000 tons of pig iron at Birmingham at advanced 
prices. -More is doing than usual at this time in iron 
and steel, and the mills never had sg many advance 
orders booked. Bar iron is $2 higher at Chicago and 
all other finished products are active and strong. A 
feature there is the sale of 30,000 tons of malleable iron 
for delivery in the second half of 1902 at full prices. 
Hardware is reported active at nearly all cities. An 
order for 50,000 tons of rails for Mexico has been 
placed with an eastern steel manufacturer. Steel bil- 
lets are 50 cents higher at Pittsburg. 





WIRE NAILS. 
Wire nails in small lots, from stock, are now 
quoted at $2.25 in small lots, and $2.20 in carload lots. 





CUT NAILS. 
Only a moderate demand for cut nails is being 
noted. In small lots cut nails are quoted at $2.30. 





BARB WIRE. 
Painted barb wire is quoted at $2.80 in small lots, 
and $3.10 for galvanized, with 5 per cent off for car- 
load lots. 





PLAIN WIRE. 
Plain wire is quoted at $2.20 in small lots. 





WHITE LEAD IN OIL. 
White lead in oil is quoted at 6c per pound in lots 
of more than 500 pounds; in less than 500 pound lots, 
614c per pound. 





LINSEED OIL. 
City raw linseed oil is quoted at 60c to 62c¢ per 
gallon in less than 5-barrel lots. 





SPIRITS TURPENTINE. 
Southerns, 4314c to 44c; machine-made barrels, 
44c to 4414c per gallon. 





BARS. 
On long time contracts for iron, some mills are 
getting 1.75c, and for quick shipments, 50c to $2 above 





quotations. Steel angles for 60 to 90 days delivery 
command a premium of $2 to $3 a ton, and other shapes 
and sizes a like proportionate increase. We quote iron 


and steel, 1.65c, Chicago; out of store, 1.90¢ to 2c. 





SHEETS. 

The report from all the mills is very satisfactory, 
and new business is constantly being secured, in spite 
of the continued shortage of cars, which makes deliv- 
eries very uncertain. We quote No. 27 black, from 
dealers, 3.45c, and galvanized, 70 per cent to 70 and 5 
per cent. 





STRUCTURAL STEEL. 

An eastern mill has secured contract for 1,400 tons 
of steel from the McCormick Harvesting Machine Co., 
for the new malleable iron foundry which this company 
is building. Between 5,000 to 6,000 tons of structural 
shapes will be required for this purpose. There is 
plenty of business offered, and the indications are that 
building in this section will be heavy all through the 
year. We quote mill shipments, carload lots, as fol- 
lows: Beams, 15 inches and under, 1.75c; 18 inches 
and over, 1.85c; angles, 6x6 and under, 1.75c; over 
6x6, 1.85¢; plates, 1.75c, base; tees, 1.80c; zees, 1.75c; 
lots from store, 214¢ to 3c a pound. 





MERCHANT STEEL. 

This is the busy season for the implement manufac- 
turing trade, and mills, instead of seeking new business, 
are kept busy furnishing material on orders placed 
months ago. Specifications against contracts are very 
heavy at the present time, and could the material be 
obtained many manufacturers would largely exceed their 
contracts. We quote mill shipments, Chicago delivery, 
as follows: Smooth finished tire steel, 1.85¢ to 2c; 
open-hearth spring steel, 2.25¢ to 2.50c; sleigh shoe, 
1.65c¢ to 1.80ce, flat sizes; concave and convex, 2c; cutter 
shoe, 2.40c to 2.60c; machinery steel, 2.15¢ to 2.25c, 
base; plow steel, 2.50c and upwards, according to qual- 
ity; toe calk, 2.40c to 2.60c; on large orders the latter 
price can be shaded slightly; ordinary tool steel, 6c to 
Ze; specials, 13c and upwards; less than carload lots, 
5 per cent to 10 per cent higher. 





BILLETS. 

The sale of billets is still confined to very small 
quantities, owing to the continued scarcity of billets. 
We quote Bessemer billets, $31 to $33; open-hearth, 
$33 to $35. 





CORDAGE. 

Manila rope, on a basis of 7-16 inch and larger, 
1214c to 13¢ per pound; sisal rope, on the same basis, 
is quoted at 834c to 914¢c per pound; with a rebate of 
14c per pound allowed on both kinds of rope in large 
quantities.
